The President's Behrimr's Sua Proclama- 
tion Merely a Matter of Form- 
Labor Legislation Forthcoming. 



(From Our Own Correspondent,) 
Ottawa, Out., March f>. — In tho 
House this afternoon, Charlton intro- 
duced his hill for the hotter observance 
of the Sabbath, und said, among other 
things, Unit it was designed to prohibit 
the publication uf Sunday newspapers, 
of which tliero were only two in Canada, 
Tiik Colonist of Victoria, and the 
Vancouver Now- Advertiser. It is alto- 
gether improbable that tlio bill will pass 
this session, owing to the late period 
of its in L I eduction. 

Sir John Thompson said in paking 
the appointment of Queen's counsel that 
it was the intention to continue in use 
tile form of commission heretofore used. 

Mr. Mitchell read a despatch from 
Washington to the effect that the Presi- 
dent of the United States would issue a 
proclamation warning all persons against 
entering Behring's Sea. lie asked if the 
government knew of this intention on 
tho part of President Harrison. Sir 
John Thompson replied that the telegram 
had not been noticed by the government. 
By a statute of tho United States, the 
President was bound in tbo month of 
March each year to issue his pro Isolation 
warning all persons against trespassing 
within the territorial waters of Alaska, 
including all the territory ceded by 
Russia to tho United States. Tliero 
Mas no reason why this proclamation 
should be carried nut in any hostile 
spirit or why it should interfere with 
tlio negotiations in progress at Wash- 
ington. 

Sir John, at the workingmen's bi n« 
quet to-night, said that labor legislati i 
would be introduced this session, butat 
present he could not indicate its scope. 

Col. Prior and Mr. Karle again inter- 
viewed Hon. Mr. Haggert to-day rela- 
tive to the renewal of the mail subsidy 
between Victoria' ami Westminster. 
All the British Columbia members saw 
the Post-Master "General with a view to 
securing a better mail service on the 
Skeona River, and if possible to have a 
steamer call at the canneries.

In explanation, tlio 
hon. member for Kootenay stated that 
the road dealt with in the bill vaa a 
part oi the system of the Spokane Falls 
and Northern Railway Co., more com- 
monly known as the British Columbia 
Southern.

NEW OCEAN LINE. 

Stoiimers to Itua Ilotween i'ortland and 
Oriental Ports. 

Portland, March 3. — A contract was 
executed in San Francises to-day be- 
tween ollicials of the Union Pacific and 
Frank Upton, of Japan, providing for a 
monthly Hue of steamers between Port- 
land and Asiatic porta. Tho first 
Steamer will arrive bore in June with 
the now crop tea. The steamers will 
curry about 3,000 tons. 

Negotiations in regard to this matter 
have been goiog on for nearly a year, 
and about three weeks ago Mr. Upton 
came over from Japan and settled terms 
with B, Campbell, general agent of tho 
Union Pacific here, and they wont down 
to San Francisco on the last Steamer to 
meet Mellon, of the Union Pacific, and 
the contract was executed and approved 
there to-day.

Children Cr* for PUvWtCuUm 
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THE BY-LA WS. 

Tho City Council lias been treated far 
better by the ratepayers than it de- 
served. Tliey have been indulgent and 
have not stopped tho supplies. We 
trust that the Council will take thought 
and mend. It has had a narrow escape. 
It might have been for the remainder of 
tho year with an empty treasury with 
heavy debts to pay and with services 
suffering tor want of immediate atten- 
tion. 

The ratepayers have been the reverse 
of exacting. They found fault with the 
Council for misappropriating money 
raised by loan for speciiic purposes. 
This is not a question of mere book- 
keeping. It is a matter of good faitli 
and of Common honesty. The Council 
obtains leave from the ratepayers 
borrow money for a speciiic purpose. It 
is bound in honesty to devote every 
dollar of the proceeds of that 
loan to that purpose, It cannot 
be honestly diverted to any other 
use. The Council may, we presume, 
bank tho money ill any way it sees tit, 
but it is in good faith bound so to re 
late its expenditure that every cent ol 
the loan .shall be available for the pur 
poses for which it was borrowed, anil, 
if at the end of the year the who! 
the money is not expended, the balance 
should be in the bank to the credit 
the city. We have been told that il 
there is a deficiency the Councillors can 
be held personally responsible. We are 
not well enough acquainted with the 
law to know whether this is the case or 
not, but if it is not the law, it ought to 
be. The Councillors when they divert 
j tho proceeds of a loan from the purpose 
for which thoy were authorized to con- 
tract it, commit a breach of faith 
and should be held responsible 
for the consequences. This is nothing 
but fair as between the councillors and 
the ratepayers. For instance, the Coun- 
oillorsyesterday obtained leave to borrow 
§12,000 to bo expended upon the ceme- 
tery. They are in honor and in honesty 
bound to spend that money on. t he ceme- 
tery to the best advantage. If they 
spend $S,000 of it this year the remain- 
ing §4,000 should be left in the bank in 
such a way that it should be immedi- 
ately available for the use of their suc- 
cessors. If it had been spent, no matter 
bow, the out-going councillors should 
not consider themselves ill-used if they 
were required to make good the deliei- 
ciency. Business should be done by the 
council on business principles. If they 
get money in trust they should bo com- 
pelled to be faithful to the trust. The 
money raised under a by-law for which 
the sanction of the ratepayers is re- 
quired is trust money. The councillors 
are trustees who are entrusted with the 
expenditure of tho money under the 
provisions of the law, and they cannot 
depart from those provisions in the 
slightest degree. They have no discre- 
tion in the matter. Good faith requires 
the most scrupulous observance of the 
conditions of the trust. An end should 
be put at once and forever to the louse 
way in which the money raised by loan 
has been handled by the council. Its 
members should fully understand their 
obligation£and should insist upon their 
being fulfilled to the letter. 



BLUNDERING AGAIN. 

The organ of the Opposition has made 
another discovery. It is continually 
making discoveries, It lias found out 
that the Attorney-General intends, to 
use its own classic phrase, " to cinch " 
the owners of land through which rail- 
ways may, after the passage of the bill 
now before the House, run. It repre- 
sents the arbitration clause of Mr. 
Davie's bill as an unique piece of legis- 
lation. The line scorn with which it 
contemplates this obnoxious clause is 
delightful to witness. Jt characterizes 
it as "one of those neat strokes of at- 
tempted legislation which should in- 
sure the originators a period of private 
life." " Has," it, in its indignation, 
asks, " the Attorney-General become so 
besotted with tin: idea of class legisla- 
tion that he dares to take the chances 
of a civil insurrection, that a railway 
may run whithersoever it may ?" 

Would ii not have been well for our 
contemporary, before it consigned the 
Attorney-! ieneral to outer darkness, to 
enquire what other provinces of Canada 
and the Dominion itself have done in 
similar cases. British Columbia is not 
tho only province in the Dominion in 
which railways are built and in which 
land is valued for railway purposes. It 
strikes us that any one possessing the 
least prudence ami not wishing to make 
an exhibition of his ignorance and his 
shallowness, would see how this busi- 
ness of valuing laud to be taken for 
railway purposos is done in other 
parts of the Dominion. Whatever the 
Times may think of the Attorney-Gen- 
eral of British Columbia it will admit 
that tho law officers of tho Crown in 
the Dominion and Ontario aie not "be- 
sotted with the idea of class legis- 
lation" and that they do not 
desurre for tho lawi they have 
not only framed but placed on 
the statute book to be relegated to pri- 
vate life. It will have to admit that 
Sir John Thompson and the Hon. 
Oliver Mowat have some know- 
ledge of the prinolplea of law, 

and that thoy have some regard for 
what is just and equitable, They would 
not frame a railway law which iu one of 
its principal provisions was so manifest- 
ly unjust as to rouse the indignation of 
patriotio laymen. And uvnu if they 
were so ignorant and bo stupid— if they 
could not get it through their "thick 
noddles tbut tho occupancy of land for 
railway purposes not (infrequently 
means a loss of value to the extent of 



the entire property, 1 the hundreds of 
legislators who examined thosolaws and 
who aided in carrying them through tho 
legislatures of the Dominion and the 
province of Ontario would be too intelli- 
gent and too hottest to sanction "bavo- 
fa'ced robbery." 

The claiue with which the Times 
finds so many faults and which has 
raised its indignation to the boiling 
point is, as quoted by it, as follows : 

"The arbitrators, in deciding on such 
values, are authorized to tako into con- 
sideration tho increased value that 
would bo given to any land through 
which the railway passes and to set off 
the increased valuo against tho incon- 
veniences that might be sustained," etc. 

The pnssage is within quotation 
marks and wo are therefore justified in 
•oncluding that it is tho "ipsisslma ver- 
oa" of the clause objected to. But it is 
not. This is the sub-section as it ap- 
pears in the bill; 

(9.) Tho arbitrators, in deciding on 
such value or compensation, are author- 
ized and required to take into consider- 
ation tho increased value that would he 
given to any lands or grounds through 
or over which tho railway will pass by 
reason of the passago of tho railway 
llirough or over the same, or by reason 
6f the construction of tho railway, and 
to set-off the increased value that will 
attach to the said lands or grounds 
:.;ainst the inconveniencu, loss, or dam- 
":;o that might be suffered or sustained 
by reason of the company taking pos- 
si ssion of, or using the said lands or 
pounds us aforesaid. 

Now, let us see what the Dominion 
Act has to say on the same subject. This 
is Section 153 of the Railway Act of 
1888, not abridged, but in full: 

" The arbitrators in deciding on such 
valuo or compensation, shall take into 
consideration the increased value that 
will be given to any lands through or 
over which the railway will pass by 
reason of the passage of the railway 
through or over the same, or by reason 
of the construction of the railway, and 
shall set off the increased value that 
will uttach to the said grounds against 
the inconvenience, loss or damage that 
might be suffered or sustained by reason 
of the Company taking possession of or 
using the lands as aforesaid." 

There is no mistaking the purport oJ 
tli ia clause in the Dominion law. If it 
can be shown that the construction of 
tiie railway will enhance tho value of 
i he property as a whole in assessing the 
value of that part taken by the Com- 
pany tho arbitrators are required to 
lake that fact into consideration. This 
is simply common sense. It is absurd 
fnr a niHii to ask damages for land taken 
for a railroad which will increase the 
value of his property, say, one hundred 
per cent. The man is greatly benefit- 
bed by tho construction of tho road, 
and it does look singular to bo required 
to pay him for putting money into hit 
p >cket. In equity he should be required 
to pay the Company for enriching him. 
But the law does not give the arbi- 
trators the power to make the 
land owner pay for the privilege 
of having the road pass through his 
land. It simply requires them to 
consider whether he is helped or 
hurt by the road, and to value tho land 
taken according to the decision at which 
they arrive. This is the law of tlx; 
Dominion, and we have heard of no 
protests against it. No Opposition 
j mrnal has denounced the Government 
for allowing such a law to be placed on 
the statute book nor called the Minister 
of Justice all sorts of names, because it 
was euaeted under his administration 
It may be said that this is a Tory lav 
aud that it is folly to expect anything 
good from the Tories. Well, we 1 
before us the Grit law on the same sub- 
ject, and it is so like the Tory law that 
the Tory administration might be sua 
pected of stealing its ideas from the 
lints, or that both Tories and Grits ob 
tained their inspiration from a common 
source. Sub-section !l of sectii 
Chap. 170 of the Revised Statutes of 
Ontario, 1887, reads as follows : 

" The arbitrators in deciding on such 
value or compensation are authorized 
and required to take into consideration 
tho increased value that would be given 
to any lands or grounds through which 
the railway will pass by reason of the 
construction of tiie railway, and to set- 
off the increased value that will attach 
to tho said lands or grounds against the 
inconvenience, loss or damage thut 
might lie sustained by reason of the 
company taking possession or using the 
said lands or grounds as aforesaid.'' 

Surely the righteous Oliver Mowat 
lias not been guilty of "barefaced rob 
bery." His "noddle" is not "thick. 1 
He docs not give "the railway an oppor 
tunity to "cinch" every landowner win 
may chance to come in its path.'' ih 
is surely not "so besotted with tho idea 
of class legislation that he dares to take 
the chances of a civil insurrection that 
a railway may run whithersoever it may. " 
Vet his law setting forth the principles 
on which lands taken for railway pur- 
poses shall l.o valued is pruci.-ely the 
same in every respect ns that contained 
in the bill which the Hon. Theodore 
Davie has introduced into the Legisla- 
tive Assembly of this province. Bui 
the truth is the Times has again been 
denouncing what it has not enquired 
into and dues not understand, and con- 
sequently it has made itself ridiculous." 

FLACE FOR THE LADIES. 

That the ladies are coming to the 
front in Great Britain and the United 
States there is abundant evidence. Not 
only are they asserting themselves as 
workers entering fields of action that 
have been hitherto monopolized by 
men, but they are coming before the 
world as daring thinkers and venture- 
some reformers. They exhibit very 
little of tho timidity that is commonly 
supposed to be characteristic of the 
softer sex in advancing now and strange 
theories on delicate subjects. We have 
instances — shall we say of the temerity 
—of literary and philosophical ladies in 
two of the reviews for February. There 
iu an article iu tho Fortnightly written 
by Amelie Rives Chanler, headed 
" Was It a Crime t" in which tho 
gifted and thrilling writer wants to 
know whether or not it is a crime 
to put a person afflicted with an Incurable 

disease, whose life iB a burden to him, 
out of pain by administering a dose of 
poison. Of course, Mrs. ('hauler does 
not put the ensu in this plain, unvarn 
[shed way. She propounds her question 
in the form of a parable. Sim tells of a 
wife who idolized her husband. That 
husband met with disappointment and 
misfortunes, He broke down under his 
affliction. Ho was stricken with a pain- 
ful disease. The agony he suffered was 
dreadful to witness. It was torture io 
his wifo. There was hope of his recov- 
ery at first. But tho crisis came, and 
after that the husband was doomed 
Tho wife learned from the doctor that 



there was no hopu. Her husbaAd 
might linger for a few days, but 
his death was certain. His awful 
suffering continued. The wife, who 
who nat by his bedside was nearly, if 
not altogether, beside herself at witness- 
ing suffering which she wan .unable to 
alleviate, Sho administered laudanum 
to tho dying man. Tho physician told 
her that she must not give him more 
than nine drops at stated periods. But 
the time oamo when the opiate had no 
appreciable effect. Tho agony continued, 
He prayed for rest— for help. His wife, 
unable to endure the sight of his suffer- 
ing any longer, gave him, not nine, but 
thirty drops. The dose killed the 
patient. Was it murder? Take away 
tho romance, and the story is not an 
edifying one. Let the principle which 
Mrs. Rives Chanler contends for, or 
rather tacitly approves, be admitted to 
be legitimate, and the door is set wide 
open, for crime. Treachery and greed 
and jealousy would then have oppor- 
tunities that our present code denies 
them. The tortured wife's crime was 
murder. Society dare not make it any- 
thing else. 

Alice Bodington discusses "marriage 
from a scientific standpoint" in the 
Westminster. She does this fearlessly 
and frankly, and is not prevented from 
giving free utterance to her thoughts by 
what slio, no doubt, considers the pre- 
judices of race and education We have 
not space to give a synopsis of her arti- 
cle, which is very well written. She 
does not believe in the indissolubility of 
the marriage tie, and she does not dis- 
uss it from a religious point of view. 
She looks upon marriage as a civil eon- 
tract which should not necessarily bind 
tho parties for life, and which could be 
dissolved if found disagreeable or irk- 
some by one of the parties. She does 
not say for how long a period it should 
be binding, but she evidently regards five 
years, as suggested by Professor Cope, 
too long. She believes, however, that 
twelve months' notice should he given. 
It is hard to imagine the state of society 
in which the kind of marriage that this 
lady favors obtains. But we did not 
set out with the intention of discussing 
her theories. What we wished to do 
was simply to show the progress that 
some ladies are making in the world of 
science and philosophy ? Are these two 
ladies going backwards or forwards';

The lion, 
memlier for Westminster City was not 
doing tliis, for lit .1 p'jblio meeting, holi : 
ut tliut gentleme.n's rcijuest, tino people 
of Westminster had requested him by 
resolution to advocate the insertion of 
auti-Chinese clauses in every private bill 
brought before 1 the House. Only yes- 
terday, however, the lnouibor for West- 
minster bad completely ignored this re- 
quest, allowing the British Columbia 
Mills, Timber and Trading Cos bill to 
pass without even attempting to have an 
anti-Chinese clause placed in it. If it 
was just and right to put the provision 
in one bill, it was just and right to put 
it in all, As Mr. Cunningham had not 
pressed the necessity of inserting tlio 
clause in the other bill, he (Mr. Martin) 
would oppose it being placed in this. 
The time had come when British Colum- 
bia was forced to recognize the neces- 
sity of employing Chinese in certain 
public works. 

.Mr. Cunningham said that the ro»o- 
Itttion passed tor his direction by the 
people of Now Westminster was not as 
Mr. Martin had read it. That resolu- 
tion was defeated as it was thought 
that it would not be politic to ask the 
House to support so sweeping a meas- 
ure. l[e (Mr. Cunningham) quoted 
from The Truth, which generally op- 
posed him, in proof of his statement 
that the resolution referred to had heun 
defeated by the public mooting. He 
assured the Mouse that the am.! Chinese 
clauses proposed to be inserted in the 
street railway bill were approved by the 
promoters of the road. 

Mr. Croft could not advise the inser- 
tion of anti-Chinese clauses in all pri- 
vate bills. There were certain indus- 
tries which were very valuable to the 
province, which, in order to compete 
with their foreign rivals, were forced to 
employ cheap labor; and legislation 
prohibiting the use of Chinese labor 
might ho fatal to these industries. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought, that the 
House had been misinformed on ono 
point. The clauses proposed by the 
hon. member for Westminster City had 

not been approved by the pr< >ters of 

the jireet railway. What they had 
said was that they would have no ob- 
jection to the clause if it were inserted 
in all private bills. It was a matter of 
justice that all should bo treated alike. 

Mr. Cunningham explained that at 
the public meeting buhl in New West- 
minster the principal promotors of the 
street railway had said that they did 
not not care "if Mil anti-Chinese clauses 
were put in the bill " 

Mr. Mason remarked that ho had 
thought the Chinese question had been 
thoroughly thrashed out three years ago; 
yet the House now found it cropping up 
again'iu three or four of tho bills intro- 
duced by the hon. member for New 
Westminster city, which, if adopted by 
the House, would be of detriment to 
some of the most important industries 
of the country. The clauses now pro- 
posed wero unconstitutional ;this had been 
clearly proved in the highest courts in the 
land. He hoped that the hon. memlier 
for Westminster would withdraw his 
objectionable clauses, id' wdiich it was 
clear the House did not approve. If he 
would not withdraw them, bo hoped 
that the House would "sit upon" such 
legislation, which was unconstitutional, 
un- Brit ish and un-Christian. 

Hon. Mr. Heaven took exception to 
the last speaker's remarks. The pro- 
posed clauses were neither unconstitu- 
tional nor un-Christian. .Similar clauses 
had been inserted before in a good 
many lulls; and it was a strange coin- 
cidence that they were introduced, as 
uow, just on the eve of a general elec- 
tion. He thought that the hon. 
member for Westminster city was 
deserving of the support, not the 
censure of the House. That hon. 
gentleman was only following whit had 
been done in ISSti. What British Col- 
umbia wanted was increased white 
population, and every effort should be 
directed towards the securing of this. 
He hoped that Mr. Martin would with- 
draw his opposition ami that the House 
would endorse Mr. Cunningham. 

Hon. Mr. Robson thought that the 
principle if embodied in ono bill should 
be in all. This was the only consistent 
course open to the House. The Chinese 
question was one of very difficult solu- 
tion; almost everyone was averse to the 
Chinese until his own interests were in 
any way affected. The "Chinese must 
go" was the cry, until tho individual or 
the corporation or the company was 
touched and then it became u very 
different matter. Everyone was loyal 
on the anti-Chinese question until his 
own interests became concerned. He 
(the Premier) had always taken a film 
stand, but he remembered when he and 
two of his political associates, one of 
them the brother of the member for 
Westminster city, had been burned in 
effigy just because they bad taken this 
Btand. He (Hon. Mr. Robson) was still 
;i firm believer in the principle of pro- 
hibiting the employment of Chinese 
labor on public works, but he recalled 
to memory tho fact that the mover of 
the resolution just passed, at the public 
meeting in Westminster asking Mr. 
Cunninghiin to take his present posi- 
tion, was the very gentleman who 
was the leader in the agitation 
in favor of the Chinese when 
bo ami his colleagues were burned in 
effigy. On that occasion this gentle- 
man was cheered to the echo for his 
rousing speech, exactly opposite to the 
opinions he now expressed. The feeling 
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f were strong in 
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1 opinion, that the 
is essentially un- 
desirable, remained unchanged. 

Mi. Cunningham repeated his assur- 
ances that the burning in etligy was the 
act, not of Westminster, but of a dis- 
reputable mob. The stand he had taken 
was upon the expression of the West- 
minster of to day. He was anxious to 
prevent collision botween thecity and a 
corporation whose operations would be 

principally on the public streets. The 
Chinese were undesirable in any com- 
munity The I member for Cariboo 

hud said something about the proposed 
clauses being un-Christian. If he hud 
only the desire to ( 'hristiunize the Cinna- 
mon he would wish them in - 

Hon. Mr. Davie -In Heaven ! 
( Laughter.) 

Mr. Cunningham— Thanks I The 
Chinese exercise a demoralizing in- 
fluence wherever they go — 

Mr. Martin -They have demoralized 

you. 

Mr. Cunningham, continuing, said 
thai Chinese labor was detrimental 

wherever it WOS employed; it was de- 
grading to honest labor, ami he was 
strongly opposed to it. He warmly cn- 

do.rsen the clauses which he had tho 
honor of proposing, 

Mr. Martin raid that Mr. Cunning- 
bam was most inconsistent. He would 
like to ask that hon. gentleman one 
question: did he not employ Chinese 

himself'.' The hon. gentleman need not 
answer. Ho (Mr. Martin) knew that he 
wus an employer of Chinese — bo oould 
not deny it. If the employment of Chi- 
nese labor WftS degrading and dishonor- 
able he would like to know where thohon. 
member for Westminster city came in. 
He did not think it was degrading or 

contaminating to employ any person, if 
that persoiu eceived his pay. Mr. Cun- 
ningham bad been asked to iiiBurt iinti- 
Chiiicse clauses in every private bill 
considered, and ho hud failed to do so; 
bis argument was weak indeed. 

Mr. Cunningham raid that he had 
been misunderstood, he did lot say that. 

the employment of Chinese labor was 
degrading; it win. degrading only to 



white labor to bo brought into competi- 
tion. 

Mr. Smith thought that there was 
just as much evil among the whites as 
among the Chineao, and for his own 
part bo employed no phinbtnen, still if 
a man wauled to, ho conceded to him the 
right to do as ho saw lit. If Westmin- 
ster as a city did not care to employ 
Chinese, it was their own affair entirely, 
but they hud no right to direct what any 
private corporation should do. As far 
as the Chinuso ou tho streets wero con- 
corned, they were on the streets any- 
way. Tho principle should not bo 
adopted in one bill and ignored in 
others. 

On the voto boing called, tho anti- 
Chinese clauses wore lost,- Bcaven, 
Oavie, Duck and Cunningham alone 
voting you. 

Mr. Cunningham moved that the com- 
mittoo rise and report progress. 

Hon, Mr. l'ooley — Is that for the ob- 
ject of killing the bill or not ? Wo want 
to know what the move is for? 

Mr. Cunningham -Tho object is to 
introduce an amendment wdiich I havo 
just received from tho Mayor of West- 
minster city.

A NEW WAY TO SLEEP.
